T he first week of the Red Cross Roll Call is passed and we 
have one week more to get our quota of nine hundred mem¬ 
bers and the sum the officers of the local chapter feel is neces¬ 
sary to carry on the work for the ensuing twelve months. 

According to the report in the news column of this paper, 
there is still some hard work ahead for the next seven days to 
put the Roll Call over the top. The memberships secured each 
day must exceed the daily average so far or the goal will not 
be reached.

They really are to be pitied 
more than blamed, for anyone who can have a part in this won¬ 
derful work the Red Cross is doing and who doesn’t take advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity, is losing something worth so much 
more than the dollar. 

That is not a sweetly sentimental remark, it is a fact. Leav¬ 
ing out the mental defectives and the congenital criminals, 
there are not very many people in any community who, if they 
really understood one-tenth of the accomplishments of the 
“Greatest Mother,’’ would not be proud and happy to be able 
to feel that they had some tiny portion in bringing all this good 
about. 

Just to look at this year’s posters should loosen up the 
tightest tied, knoiest pui-se strings that were ever heard of. 
That row of our disabled veterans—the men who made it possi¬ 
ble for us to have our home and our comfort and our prosperi¬ 
ty—the number to be aided is still growing and there is so much 
the Red Cross must do to supplement the governmental aid. 
They come first, always. 

Then that exquisite Red Cross of Peace! Read over the 
lines on the tablet she holds, not hastily or unthinkingly but 
vizualize what the words mean—“I am the Red Cross of Peace 
—I heal the wounds of war—I am the refuge from fire, flood 
and pestilence—The love of little children is mine—I am the 
Red Cross of Peace.’’ And those are all facts too, not merely 
pretty sentiments. 

Can you read them without a choke in your throat ? Really 
now, do you not feel you had better give two dollars instead of 
one, or at any rate, hustle down to headquarters with the one 
and do not wait to be asked for it? 

Sierra Madre has never fallen down on any quota, war time 
or peace time and we certainly are not going to establish a pre¬ 
cedent this time. Get busy with those dollars, dear people and 
tell your neighbors about it in case they are absent minded. 


Be Ready to Celebrate 

With a Thankful Heart 

B efore another issue of the News is printed. Thanksgiving 
will have come and gone and those of us who have been 
fortunate enough to have turkey as the “piece de resistance” of 
the feast will be eating the “wanned overs,” which speaking 
confidently, are generally enjoyed quite as much as the first 
grand gorge. 

And so it might be just as well to begin to count up a few 
of the things we have to be thankful for as, in the rush of the 
day itself, we may overlook a few. 

Starting with the big things they come crowding up so fast 
it is hard to choose. Of course the biggest blessing of all is 
that we are at peace. 

We are so infinitely better off in this country than the peo¬ 
ple of any other nation think about being. We talk about hard 
times and unemployment and taxes, and to hear us grumble, 
some unsophisticated visitor from another woi’ld would be mov¬ 
ed to intense pity.

Let us give thanks that we are not paying taxes anywhere but 
here! 

Then food is so high we say. Quite true, but we do get food. 
A fairly decent quantity of it and decent food at that. We are 
not eating roots and grass and straw. Neither are we clothed 
in filthy rags or no rags and we are not yet wrapping our in¬ 
fants in scraps of paper. Do let us give thanks that we are 
not Balkan babies or Russian peasants or aristoci'ats of Aus¬ 
tria. 


Unemployment is bad, very had in some places, but it la de¬ 
creasing as business conditions improve and public works are 
commenced to provide employment But there are agencies at 
The list would stretch out indefintely but we in this commun¬ 
ity have some special reasons for feeling grateful. Let us not 
overlook the fact that we are situated where we breathe the 
purest air with no city grime and smoke mixed in; that we live 
in regular homes with yards and flowers and things and not in 
tiers of apartments: that we can’t look any direction without 


gazing upon a million dollar picture if we have the eyes to see, 
and the joy of all that beauty is ours if we want it. 

Thankful! Let us all give thanks that we live in California, 
and above all, that we live in the best town in California at that, 
work in every city in the land to ameliorate the suffering caused 
by unemployment and there is plenty of money in this country 
and plenty of food and clothing and not very many will die of 
starvation, we feel sure of that. Let us give thanks that if- 
poor it is in a country where aid can be given.
